In 1864, 
prices had gone up till they ranged from 
$4 a week to #7 ami *S. A father was 
lucky who paid less than 8800 a year for 
the expeuses of his boy. which in 1880 
had not been more than $300. Men in 
business, men of capital, could stand 
his increase; but how about the sala- 
M man, the clergyman, the high-class 
llttk, tin 1 small official who was keeping 
l boy iu college -and there were many 
ueh? Their salaries, their wages had 
not been increased in anything like the 
that prices had gone up. Nor did 
the median i« find that the advance was 
easy for him to bear. His wages had 
gone up from 13 to 84, but his son's 
xpenses had more than doubled. 

Well may wage-earners, whether they 
iave daily wages or salaries, dread the 
oming of a time when they are paid iu 
a depreciated currency for wages never 
Ml Van M as do prices, never as fast and 
never as high.
